The prompting factor, however, in Decatur will prove the prac­ 
tical feature of the college pay-roll’s helpfulness in our financial 
condition. 
That is 
the thing that will moderate our views and 
will, or ought to,

of helping 
the college accrete its student role. 
After we have worked for and acquired the general distribution 
of the fund the next consideration should be the place of spending 
it. 
Decatur people, it may be reasonably assumed, are many, many 
thousands of dollars poorer for the wealth they have permitted 
to pour out of the town for goods and merchandise that could 
as conveniently, and with as much economy, have been spent in 
Decatur.

DECATUR CITIZENS 
AND CO-OPERATION 


Decatur people, as a rule, are busy 
people, living upon about an average 
plane, all feeling the urge of daily 
living-making upon them and conse­ 
quently and justly giving the most of 
their lives and time to the business 
of getting on in the world. 
But in 
recognition of the latter day accepted 
fact that towns must be made— that 
towns do not grow, but must be made 
to grow by intelligent and co-opera­ 
tive action— the Decatur people are 
unflaggingly devoting some of their 
time and energies to the expansion 
and development of the community. 
The town's chamber of commerce pro­ 
vides the machinery and outlet for 
this service, and the organization 
unfailingly gets response when it asks 
for service from its folks. And slowly 
and surely, after years of dis-organi- 
zation, and lack of aim and effort, 
the community is gradually concen­ 
trating upon a purpose and making 
a start that, as months go by, will 
accumulate force and impetus and 
will travel the faster from thence on. 
For instance, it has been a hard 
difficult task to start the building of 
walks and concrete curbs and gutters 
in Decatur. 
One or two men have 
taken the lead and have drawn others 
after them and all of them are build­ 
ing to their unflagging industry mon­ 
uments that are concrete in reality. 
And Decatur is slowly but surely 
beginning to build walks and gutters 
and curbs and streets. When finished 
it will be one of the finest accomp­ 
lishments the town ever put over, for 
walks and streets to a town are as 
clothes to a man or woman. 
They 
indicate character even tho they do 
not make it. 
And the lack of the 
double-fold convenience and adorn­ 
ment of walks and curbs and gutters 
and streets ha3 always constituted 
the major points of weakness in the 
town of Decatur's physical make-up. 
But walks and streets and concrete 
curbs and gutters are slowly but 
surely evolving into reality. 
With a 
good crops year and a return of a 
mite of the prosperity we once en­ 
joyed and will again enjoy, puts no 
insuperable burden on the imagina­ 
tion to vision the Decatur of the 
future as a fair and fetching town 
with its every street lined with im­ 
posing and beautiful walks and curbs. 


IMPROVEMENTS TO 
BE MADE AT D. B. C. 


All of Decatur has been out betting 
the woods for Decatur College, which, 
by the way, is one of the instruments 
by which the town hopes to accelerate 
its progress, and as ■ result of the 
continual and aggressive action, the 
queries are coming in to a degree 
that is entirely satisfying, according 
to a statement made by President 
J. L. Ward Tuesday. 
The outlook 
is very promising, said the president, 
who looks forward to culmination 
which everybody has been working 
for— namely, a student role that shall 
fill the dormitories for next term to 
over-flowing. 
Dr. Ward hopes to make certain 
improvements about the college dur­ 
ing vacation tho it ts not definitely 
settled that this plan will be carried 
out. 
The plant as ii stands, how­ 
ever, possesses every convenience for 
the handling of a large number of 
students and suffers no draw-back 
from this source. 
Particular stress is being laid first 
of ail on the accreting of a large 
number of students for next term, 
but the expediency and the publicity 
value of a vigorous athletic life is not 
being ignored. 
Next year’s college 
term wants to figure strongly in the 
athletic spot-light that serves as an 
instrument for the dissemination of 
knowledge about the school and its 
doings. The name of the school has 
already goe broadcast in association 
with the Idea of the high degree of 
scholarship that the school bequeaths. 
But to square out the college on its 
every side, 
w hat 
remains to 
be 
strengthened now is the athletic and 
fine arts phases. 
Plans for the building up of the 
fine arts departments are being con­ 
sidered and an instructuress is under 
consideration. 
The arts department, 
like the athletic, adds greatly to the 
colorful and hence the active phases 
of the college career. 
Decatu rpeople should continue the 
efforts in behalf of the school, and 
especially during the next few weeks 
when parents and students are decid­ 
ing the question as to what school 
they shall patronize next term. 


and maintenance of such system of 
highways, the legislature is empow­ 
ered to levy and cause to be collected 
specific excise and ad valorem taxes, 
in addition to those permitted for 
other purposes in the constitution, 
but such an ad valorem tax shall* be 
imposed only for the purpose of retir­ 
ing the bonds authorized by vote of 
the people of this state as provided 
for hereinafter in this section. 
When said system shall have been 
designated and taken over for the 
state as provided in section A hereof, 
the legislature is authorized to make 
provision for the equitable compensa­ 
tion to such counties for the value 
of such improvements as have been 
theretofore constructed by the coun­ 
ties in the state. 
Provided, also that save for the 
state highway system, in all other 
respects, counties shall have the right 
to build, construct and 
maintain 
roads, turnpikes and bridges within 
their respective boundaries and the 
constitutional 
provisions 
relating 
thereto are not qualified or repealed 
by reason hereof. 
The legislature, at any regular or 
special session, is authorized and 
directed to pass and enact all appro­ 
priate legislation necessary to carry 
out and effectuate the purpose and 
intent of these articles. 
Section 2. The governor of the 
state is hereby directed to cause to 
be issued his necessary proclamation 
for an election to be held on the 
fourth Saturday in July, 192 3, at 
which election this amendment shall 
be submitted to the qualified electors 
of this state for adoption or rejection 


and shall make the publication re­ 
quired by the constitution and laws 
of the state. 
Said election shall be 
held under and in accordance with 
the general election laws of the state, 
and the ballots for said election shall 
have printed thereon in plain letters 
the following words: 
"OFFICIAL BALLOT:" "For the 
amendment to article eight, of the 
constitution of the state of Texas, 
providing for a state system of high­ 
ways." 
"Against the amendment to 
article eight, of the constitution of 
the state of Texas, providing for a 
state system of highways." 
Those 
voters 
who 
favor 
such 
amendment shall erase by marking a 
line through the words "against the 
amendment to article eight, of the 
constitution of the state of Texas, 
providing for a state system of high­ 
ways." 
Those who oppose 
such 
amendment shall* erase by marking a 
line through them the words "for the 
amendment to article eight of the 
constitution of the state of Texas, 
providing for a state system of high­ 
ways." And the result of the election 
shall be published and declared ac­ 
cording to the majority of the votes 
cast in such election. 
Section 3. The sum of five thous­ 
and dollars or so much thereof as 
may be necessary is hereby appro­ 
priated out of any runds in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated 
for the purpose of paying the neces­ 
sary expenses of the proclamation 
and publication of this amendment 
and the election to be held here­ 
under.— S. L. STAPLWS, secretary of 
state.

JUNE SUGGESTIONS I

It is advisable to continue to cull 
and market all under-sized, unthrifty 
chickens of both sexes during June 
and to market as broilers all out- 
breeding cockerels as soon as they j 
reach suitable size. 
Save all early 
hatched well-grown pullets, as they j 
will make the best fall and winter 
layers. 
Be sure that growing stock 
is not crowded, as there should be 
room on the roost for all. 
It is also well* to give the growing 
stock skimed-milk or buttermilk to 
drink at least once a day and keep 
the market eggs in a cool place and 
market them at least twice a week. 
Be sure to candle all eggs during 
the hot summer months and see that 
only the best eggs ai>* placed on tile 
market. 
If the roosters have not 
already benn banished from the flock 
this should be attended to at once. 
Infertile eggs keep better than fertile 
eggs for the market.

COUNTY CHILDREN 


Thousands of country schools with 
six-month terms or less closed in 
March, the seven-month schools in 
April and the eight-mouth schools in 
May. 
The consolidated schools and 
schools in country 
villages where 
nine-month terms prevail form a com ­ 
paratively small group. 
Many real 
wide-awake teachers who are really 
interested in the progress of their 
pupils try to make up for the short 
terms by providing continuation work 
for the three to six months’ vacation. 
The wise teacher suggests a subject 
which will best connect up with the 
individual pupil’s home work. Useful 
to most of the boys will be problems 
in arithmetic relating- to the farm, 
such as farm accounting, land m eas­ 
urement and weighing and measuring 
farm products.

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STRINGENT LIQUOR 
BILL PASSES HOUSE 


The house passed finally, eighty- 
four to nine, the Stroder and Howeth 
bill, the most drastic and stringent 
aid to the Dear; liquor raw yet con­ 
sidered by that body in Austin on 
Tuesay, under a suspension of the 
rules. 
The bill makes it a felony with a 
penalty of from five to ninety-nine 
years’ imprisonment, the manufac­ 
ture, sale, barter or gift of any 
poisonous liquor, drug substance or 
potion capable of producing bodily 
harm 
when 
drunk 
in 
reasonable 
quantity as a beverage. 
The bill as origially written includ­ 
ed any beverage with any liquor con­ 
tent whatsoever which would produce 
a morbid, noxious or deadly effect, j 
This clause was re-written by t h e , 
committee amendment which changed 
the wording to “capable of producing 
death or serious bodily harm when 
drunk in reasonable quantity.”

made but two and one-third bales. 
It was much easier to get pickers 
on the first tract beiause the bolls 
opened full and picked easier. 
The 
other was stained and hard to gather 
and sold for five cents a pound lea.”

AMERICA LEADING 
CHICKEN GROWERS 


It is interesting to note that there 
were four hundred and twenty-eight 
million chickens and thirteen million 
other kinds of poultry on the farms 
of the United States on January 1st 
of 1923. 
This gives an average of 
approximately four for each man, 
woman and child. 
No country even 
approaches the United States in this 
respect except China. 
Of the countries that import eggs 
from other countries England is the 
leader, having bought from outside 
her own borders in 1921 one hundred 
and five million doaen eggs in the 


A number of counties in the state 
are furnishing their sheriffs with 
cars, used in the performance of their 
duties in running down violators of 
the law. 
The state law permits this, 
and the counties doing it find it 
profitable and a great help toward 
the right enforcement of the law. 
It is the duty of a county to give 
ail assistance it can to the officers 
charged with enforcing the law, and 
the county that neglects to do this 
seriously handicaps the officers. 
It 
should not be expected that an officer 
spend a major portion of his salary 
in equipment to discharge his duties. 
It is the duty of the county to supply 
the officer with the necessary equip­ 
ment. 
It is a wanton violation of 
the rule or reason and right for a 
county to furnish equipment that is 
not essential in the discharge of the 
people’s work, but the people demand 
that their officials be properly equip­ 
ped in their work of apprehending 
law violators.

The high price at which the 1922 
erop of broom corn sold is attracting 
considerable attention. 
Good brush 
of this crop sold for ss high at four 
hundred dollars a ton. 
Considering 
that broom corn may he grown on 
comparatively cheap land, that from 
one-fourth to one-third of a ton to 
the acre is not an unusual crop, and 
th a t ten to fifteen dollars per acre 
will cover the cash expense of grow­ 
ing it, the crop can hardly fail to 
look attractive to the farmer. 
How­ 
ever, the demand for broom corn is 
governed largely by quality and sup­ 
ply. The demand has been practically 
constant for the past twenty years, 
a n d when the acreage in the crop is 
increased to any great extent, the 
supply can easily be such that the 
prices of all grades fall to a very low 
figure.— Progressive Farmer.

The old way of salting cattle on 
pasture once a week or once every 
two weeks and sometimes at longer 
internals is not only more trouble 
but it not so good for the cattle. 
A box filled with a mixture of wood 
ash**s and salt in equal parts and a 
shelter put over it to protect it from 
the rains is less trouble than carrying 
the salt to the cattle once a week or 
once in two weeks. 
Not only is it 
less trouble but it Is best for the 
cattle. 
When salted irregularly some 
of the cattle get too much, but if 
given a little once a day for a few 
days, then salt may ne put before 
them with the assurance that they 
will take about what they require 
and will not eat enough to hurt them. 
Perhaps cattle, especially dry cattle 
on pasture, do not need additional 
supplies of calcium and phosphorus, 
but sine*; there is such a general 
impression that our feeds are lacking 
in calcium and phosphorus, because 
many of our soils are known to be 
deficient in these elements, “we can 
see no excuse for not adding an equal 
weight of wood ashes or acid phos­ 
phate to the salt and keeping this 
mixture before the cattle at all times. t

The cause is to be found partly in the 
lack of adequate reading material in 
small rural schools.

easily be read in a few hours! 
Chil­ 
dren likewise are bored when they 
must spend an entire school year 
reading and re-reading the singly 
school primer, first or second reader j 
provided for them.

grades. 
Rural school patrons are : 
raising money so that school officials 
may purchase annuary rthrary books 
suitable to the needs of even the 
smallest children in the schools.

The average Texas dairy cow pro­ 
duces from fifteen hundred to two 
thousand pounds of milk per year or 
less than a gallon a day for three 
hundred days in the year. 
Of course 
cows of such low production are 
unprofitable and should be butchered, 
but the fact remains that the large 
majority of them will be kept for the 
small amount of mil* they produce, 
and it is important that they be fed 
economically in order that the loss ' 
may be held as low a a possible. 
A cow that produces only a gallon j 
of milk a day should be fed almost j 
entirely oil legume hay and silage j 
during the winter season and pasture; 
during the open weather. 
She will1 not pay for the addition 
of any large amount of grain to the 
ration, and at the most should not 
get more than three or four pounds 
of grain per day. 
In fact, in feeding 
dairy cows, it is a good general rule 
to feed all the roughage in the form 
of hay and silage the cow will eat, 
and then add grain to the ration, as 
the cow will pay for it in increased 
milk production. 
At the Illinois experiment statioi 
twelve cows, 
and 
grade 
cows 
at 
that— only one of which was an 
exceptionally high producer— produc­ 
ed 8,318 pounds of milg and two 
hundred and eighty-four pounds of 
butter fat per cow on silage and 
alfalfa hay without grain, and were 
in fine condition at the close of the 
year. 
This performance attests the 
high food value and almost perfect 
suitability of these crops as dairy 
feed, and, as feed nutrients are more 
economically produced in roughage 
than in grain, it would seem that the 
feed crops in which the Texas dairy­ 
man should be most interested are 
corn and sorghum for silage, alfalfa, 
sw'eet clover, cow-peas, etc. for le­ 
gume hay, and the various pasture 
mixtures composed of those grasses 
and legumes which are best suited to 
local conditions.— Progresive Farmer.
